RuMllieation of the Poles hat bMB di- 
rocted," says a doHcriptivo Htatoracnt 
IbBued by tho National Ucograpbic 
Society. "Just om the Russian bor- 
der, surrounded bjr endless acres of 
forAt and agricultural land* the whoio 
region in which It Um poMNMtd of 
but Indifferent means tor oomnranlca- 
tion, and, so, screened from the fever- 
Ifh, HiiH|il( loiiH potlticH of WiirHiiw and 
other Polish centeru, Kholni, in peace 
times, was a strategic point of rare 
advantage for the propagation of Rus- 
sian influenoes. 

"Th« Russian Ideals, the Russian 
tongue. Russian methods and 'the 
Russian religion entered Poland by 
way of Kholm, and from here pains- 
taking efforts were made to spread 
them among all the peasantry. The 
.Rdsslan point of view has soiiKht to 
penetrate by way of the Kholm-Lub- 
lln-Ivangorod railway line, and from 
here, too, it has made its way Houth, 
even beyond the Qallclan borders to 
the great I'ollsh city t)f honiborn. 
Thus. Kholni, wiiioh the Kn8«ian sol- 
diers defiiidcd so Hplfudiiliy, was a 
Russian stronghold in iiiorc kcmscp 
than one. It was the sentlinentul and 
intelloctual heart of the Russian pro- 
gram In Poland. 

"Kholm is ilic Heat of a Uiissian 
bishop. The national Cireek eliurch, 
though It elalms hut lew followers 
' over the Polish boundary, is her.' 
BtronRly intrenched. Tlir ( ify sup- 
ports a nunibiT of Creek eliurc lirs, and 
an pccleslastieal seminary Iour es- 
tablished here offers to tho Polos and 
to Russian missionaries to tho Poles 
the loarninn of the (Jreek church. The 
HusHlan ehurili lias based mighty ef- 
torts from Kholm for the conversion 
of tho Polos to the 'church of most of 
the Slavs.* Its success, however, is 
still banging in the balance. 

"The city Is very ancient. It was 
founded by Daniel, Prince of Oallcz. 
as business headquarters for rich 
family esUtes. It is today a living 
Specimen of archaeology, with tht 
railway running through it as one oi 
the f*w reminders of the modern nj;e 
The shell Are of today shaking this 
out-of-date, ttme-sleepy city must 
cause an uncanny realization amon^ 
its dtliens of the strldos that tin 
ages have made since Kholm last 
came Into immediate contact w ith th.' 
outside world. The city, most of 
which was built without a plan, pro- 
vides a homo for I'u.oiio people, and, 
before tho ouibri'ak of the war, pro- 
vided an arsenal, a quiet but pow- 
erful source of Russlflcatlon plans and 
sinews. 

"Lublin, tho importatit manufactur- 
ing town of this part of Uussian Po- 
land, lies forty-live miles west-north- 
- west of Kholm by the Klef-Warsaw 
railway. Kholm forms the south 
termination of tho Htrafegic railroad 
that runs behind the last line of Rus- 
sian defense in Poland, that north- 
and-soiith line of tho Bug, reinforced, 
and continued north from the Bug, by 
the Kholni-Brest-Lltovsk-Bieostok-Os- 
owlec railway. Its possession, therr- 
fore, is of great military im|>ortahco 
The country around Kholm grows an 
Sundance of grains, and is, also, 
very rich in its production of other 
agricultural products." 

HOPKS FOU I'KACE GONE. 



Washington, August 9. — ^Admmts- 
tration officials who were Inclined yes- 
terday that a peace parley .between 
Mexi(;an factions might soon result, 
independent of the appeal to the mil- 
itary leaders which will go forward 
from the Pan-American nations, were 
not BO sanguine -today. Reports from 
Mexico City that Dr. Juan J. Ortaga. 
the Ooatemalean Mfailstar there had 
beeii gtren his passports by General 
Carnuia and ordered to leave the 
country within twenty-four hoars, 
were reaptnulble for this change of 
mind.

London, August 9. - Iteuter's corre- 
spondent at Petrograd transmits the 
followtng: 

"The Hourio Oftzette loams from an 
unimpeachable source that the Ger- 
man emperor made an offer of peace 
to Russia Jast w«ek, through the King 
of Denmark. The answer sent to the 
king stated that the question of peace 
negotiations could not be raised at the 
present time." 

London, August 9.— Tha Germans 
continue to make progress In all di- 
rections in their effort to cut off tne 
retreat of thff Russian army from the 
Polish salient. The^ have commenced 
ai' attack on the fortresses of Kovno 
ami Ossowetz, which are among the 
obstacles they must overcome in or- 
der to roach the railway running 
from Warsaw throu^ VilMk and 
Dvlnsk to I'etrograd. 

They have taken the minor fort- 
r( 88 of Serork, at tho J\inetlon of tho 
.Narew and Hug rivers and have cross- 
ed the Vistula in the vicinity of War- 
saw. F'urfher south General Woyrisch 
is adviincing eastward, but Field Mar- 
shal von Maekensen Is heinf; stub- 
bornly resisted and apparently making 
at the best, v(>ry slow progress. 

On the whole, the daring scheme 
mapped out by the (Germans as a 
grand seciuol to the capture of War- 
saw—the destruction of the Russian 
army — Is unfolding slowly as must be 
the case from Its very magnitude. 
With the three main railways, besides 
those built since the war. it is be- 
lieved in military circles here that 
Grand Duke .Nicholus will be able to 
extricate his Warsaw army. The 
events in the east, however, will con- 
tinue to rivet the attention of the 
world for, some time to come. 
OenuM Gain In West 

The Germans have gained minor 
successes In the Argmine forest, 
where the armylof the Crown Prince 
has been trying for several weeks to 
nnd a weak spot In the Prench of- 
fenses, but their effort to recover lost 
trenches on the Lingekops, In the 
\'osf2;es. Ii declared to have coat them 
dearly. 

There has b(>on some rather heavy 
Ughtlng in tho Caucasus mountainB, 
between the Itusslans and Turks, but 
official reports from the opposing Im- 
possible to say in whose fhvor it is 
going. 

There la much Interest in the dlplo- 
malle negotiations in the Balkan cap- 
itals, the reports from which Indicate 
that .Serbia at last is willing to cede 
.Maeedonia to Miilgarln, but that the 
Creek k'overnmoni is now opposing 
any sii>-'t;estlon that she should return 
Kavala. the seaport in the Vilayet 
oi S.iloiiika, to Hu!j;arla. It is 
tliotiKht, however, that this opposition 
may he changed when .M. Venlielos re- 
turns to iiower, which is expected 
win n the Greek parliament reassem- 
bles in September. 

Territory Offered Once. 

M VenlzoloB offered Kavala to Bul- 
garia when he was premier simply in 
return for her continued neutrality 
uhile Greece went to the assistance 
of the allies against the Turks, but 
King Constantine put his foot down 
on the whole policy ano the political 
crisis whlc hreaulted In the resigna- 
tion of the Venlelos cabinet followed. 

The Petrograd Bourse Oasetto pub- 
lishes a statement to the effect that 
Germany has made peace proposals to 
Russia, but that they were rejected. 
There la no oonflrmatlon of this state- 
ment.

Frequent complaint is' reaching the 
Kxperiment SUtiOB regardlftt a dls 
ease that Is attacking th« grapes. 
I'pon investigation this trbuble is usu- 
ally found to be due to a parasitle fun- 
gus known as black rot. 

This Is by nq means a new tronble, 
as It Is very general In all of the sec- 
tions Where the grape is grown. Black 
rot first shows Itself upon the berries 

and leaves, rsually the berries are 
most seriously affected and the disease 
manifests Itself upon the latter by 
small, clear cut, brown sjpots. These 
spots gradually enlarge until all of 
the berries on the stem are affected. 
It is a noticeable fact that the dis- 
eased berries do not shed, but continue 
to cling to the vine long after the 
grape aeaaon is past it is needless 
to say that this serves as a means 
whereby the disease Is carried over 
from one season to another. 

Fortunately fot* the persona Inter- 
ested ill grape c :'fi:re, this trouble 
can be readily kept in control. Where 
only a few vines are grown the prac- 
tice of bagging the bunches in order 
to ward off the spores may be used. 
The bunches should be covered early 
In the season a'ter the blooming sea- 
son is over. The ordinary paper sacks 
do very well. The principal point to 
keep in mind is to pin the top of the 
bag securely so that it will exclude 
the entrance of the ^poree. It is also 
a very good plan to clean the vine- 
yard of any old little saeh aa leaves 
and pruned oanes as soon aa eoave- 
nlent. 

Spraying with Bordeaux mixture la 
perhaps one of the most reliably 

means of control. Where the trouble 
Is known to exist the vines should 
be thoroughly sprayed in the spring 
Just as the buds are swelling. This 
a|)plication should he repeated sev- 
eral times during the Bumnicr. The 
number of applications will depend 
somewhat on the nature of the season. 
If the season happens to be dry, n few- 
er- iniinber of applications will be 
Heeded than if the season is warm 
and moist. 

Bordeaux mixture for this purpose 
may be prepared as follows. Dissolve 
four pounds of coup^t sulfate (blue 
stone) and four pounds of stone lime

Harlinnt.'ii. Texas. AuRUBt 8.— Five 
Aniorloan riinclmu'ii wore wounded, 
two of tluMii sdiodsly, and spvcral 
Mexican out laws wore reiiortrd killed 
or wounded tonight in a fig;lit with 
Texas ranRers and county otlicials and 
a band of Mexican hand Us at Norias 
Ranch, tt-n miles norlli ol l.yford, In 
Cameron county, accordiiiK to a tele- 
phone messHKo received here from 
Noriaa. The number of casualltles 
among the Mexicans, it was said, could 
not be ascertained, owing to tlie 
darkness. 

The outlaws, estimated to number 
between thirty and fifty, attacked the 
Norias ranch-house shortly before 
dark. Fourteen ranphmen barricaded 
themselves In the house and defended 
the place until 10 o'clock, the mes- 
sage said, when the Mexicans with- 
drew temporarily. Shortly after the 
bandits had withdrawn sixteen Texas 
rangers and armed civilians arrived. 
At 10:30 o'clock, the report says, the 
Mexicans returned, unaware that re- 
inforcements had arrived. They again 
charged the House and were met with 
a volley of shot from the rauKcrs and 
several of the Mexicans were killed. 
iSle outlaws retreated in the dark- 
ness.

THE TI.VBKB SUPPLY JEOPAR. 
DIZED BT DBMOCBATIO NE6. 
LECT. 

' WaBhlngton.— The safety of the mil- 
lions of dollars' worth of the nation's 
timber supply has been Jeopardized 
b> Democratic neglect. 

An authorized appropriation of 
three million dollars for preventing 
fi rest fli i'H and kindred purposes, pro- 
vided for In what la known afi the 
"Weeks law," was allowed to lapse 
because of the careless failure of the 
last Democratic Congress to carry out 
the mandate of a former law. 

The w<M-ks law was enaoted to en- 
able the federal government to coMip- 
eratc with the stalest to secure pro- 
tection from forest Ores. It author- 
ized appropriations up to eleven mil- 
lione to carry Its purpose Into effect. 
Based upon carefully drawn plans, It 
provided for the purchase of lands 
at the headwaters of navigable 
streams, to aid navigation and the reg- 
ulation, of etream flow, and thereby 
promote forest protection. 

"Fire destroys the soil covering In a 
forest," says the forestry report on 
the plan of the Weeks law. "This 
causes rapid run-off on steep slopes 
and erosion results. The soli thus 
washed out Is the chief source of se- 
diment In the channels of navigable 
streams. Forest fires, therefore, 
cause Irregularity of stream flow and 
1( ss of navigability. This calls for 
active assistance from the federal 
government, and section two of the 
Weeks law is designed to authorize 
this assistance." 

The necessity for forest fire pro- 
tection Is shown by tlie official re- 
ports of the vast destruction such 
flres cause. 

"An average of 10,000,000 aries is 
biinieil over annually in tlie I'nited 
States, with a money loss of about 
$Li,(l(IO,0(IO." says the Fores! ry Itii- 
reaii refiort ""rii" danger ttireateiis 
I'oili mnili'in .iikI southern forests. 
In the coiuf.'! (Ills forests of the north 
the desiriution of merchantable tim- 
ber is freiiueiit In the pine or hard- 
wood foreBts of the south, the chief 
damage Is the repeated killing of 
young growth. This is severe, because 
the young growth has a very great fu- 
ture value, and upon it depends the 
permanency of the lumber industry In 
the region." 

The attention of Democratic mem- 
bers of Congress was repeatedly call- 
ed to the necessity of giving formal 
approval to the law formerly enact- 
ed and that withou that approval the 
appropriation would lapse and be no 
longer available for forest Are pro- 
tection. In spite of this warnin?:. novp- 
cver. the DemocrntR neglected to in- 
clude the necessary provision In the 
law this year. 

The result is that during the next 
fall and winter, when the d.nnger 
from forest flres Is at the maxlioum. 
the protection that would have been 
afforded under the Weeks law will 
idler be loBt or must be provided foi 
111 some other way.

The management paid 87 for 
the plates and sold the 240 plates at 
10 cents each, or for $24, a net profli 
of 817. The soap he bought of the 
same merchant for 25 cents for three 
bars; he sold It at 10 cents a bar. 

These same 
people would not look at these plates 
when their home merchant ottered 
them at the rate of two for 6 cnts. 
The merchknt oovld not sell the soap, 
yet the street fair nha sold It at lo 
cents a cake.
